Cummings had meanwhile risen to a privileged 
question, and sent the Clerk’s desk to be read a 
reply to the Republican protest, signed by the 
Opposition members.

Jones, of Jo Daviess, had been disorderly in 
*holdiog the floor without recognition by the 
Chair; and that Conno lv, in violation of the 
rules, bad, when ruled out of order and told to 
take his seat, told the Speaker to take his seat. 
The remainder of the reply was taken up with a 
comparison of the expenses of the present As-

The 
evidence of Patton had been a surprise 
to thom. While Turner believed that he 
would be able to exculpate bimeeif, be 
did not wish to be in any baste about it. He 
would take his time and gatber his testimony, 
and in the end relieve himself fully from any im- 

utatious of torgery, and establish the validity of 
Bis deeds and acquire the laud in controversy. 
Tue defense could not be introdaced fully at 
this time, aud therefore it would not be intro- 
duced at all. 

MR. PARNUM a 


then made a few remarks in regard to fixing the 
bail, urging the Court to consider the large in- 
terests at stake, and to require ample and satis- 
factory security. The proseention had not in- 
troduced ai! its evidence, but had reserved a por- 
tion which would show more conclusively that 
the deeds bad been fabricated. Bail of $50,009 
might be forfeited by the conspirators with the 
view of preventing an imvestigation into titles 
bere and elsewhere. 

Mr. Swett, in reply, said the evidence adduced 
did not susiain the charge. As to Howard Tur- 
ner, he did not think he had been at all impli- 
cated; but he wonld goncede that Rodolphus 
shouid be held in reasonable bail.

urner and held his brother im $50,000 bail for 

ial at the Criminal Court. 
TURNER 

then addressed the Court, saying that, as a mat- 
ter of fact, this was tue trial of an ejectment 
suitina criminal coart. It was an attempt to 
meke him show the evidence which be proposed 
to use to recover the property in question. He 
claimed it was.as much of a forgery to put 
fraudulent deeds on a piece of land worth $500 
as on another worth $500,000, and as simply the 
fact of foryery was involved the bail should not 
be excessive. He did not intend.to snirk the 
responsibility, and he would lie in jail if he 
could not get the bail. 

The Court was not moved by bis appeal, and 
refused to lower the bonds. 

It is understood that Prof. Turner, of Jack- 
sonville, who is the father of R. K. and Howard 
Turner, became surety for bis son.

This amount had been contribu- 
ted b only eleven churcbes in the Presbytery, 
which showed that there were thirty churches 
which had failed to contribute, and, when it was 
considered that the previous year eighteen 
cbhurobes inthe Presbytery had given $1, in 
aid of the cause, it looked as if it were lo its 
jriends. 

The Rev. Arthur Mitchell, of the Committee 
on Foreigo Missions, presented the annual re- 
port, which showed tbat of the forty-five 
churches in the Presbytery, twenty-six con- 
tributed to the cause foreign 
missions, the aggregate of their contri- 
butions being $10,914, a eum which compared 
very favorably with the collections of previous 
years. The report madea comparison of the 
amount expeniied on home and foreign work, 
showing that the church expended $19),000 an- 
nually for home ey epee agaivet $11,000 
for the same work in the world elsewhere.

BAILROAD NEWS. 


ANOTHER REDUCTION. 

The railroad war, which during the last two 
weeks has progressed but little, has received a 
new infpetus. The Baltimore 4 Ohio Railroad 
bas vow met the reduction made by th other 
lines a short time ago, and announced yesterday 
another large reduction in passenger-rates from 
the East. The rates from St. Louis to Eastern 
points via the Ohio & Mississippi Reilroad, which 
runs in consection with the Baltimore & Ohio, 
are now as follows: 

New York, $14; Buffalo, $14; Cleveland, $12; 
Philadelphia, $15; Boston, $19; Toledo, $10; 
Detroit, 611.65. This is an additional reduction 
to New York of $4. and a rr amount 
to the other points named. These tickets are 
limited to thirty days. 

Mr. W. C. Quincy, the General Manager of the 
Chicago Divisiob of the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road, was im the city yesterday, making arrange- 
ments for a similar reduction from this city. It 
is unders‘ood taatit will be announced to-day, 
and the rates will probably be as follows: New 
York, $10.26; Philadelphia, $7; Baltimore and 
Washington, $5. 

The iates from Buffalo to all points in Michi- 
ap and Chicago have again been restored, the 
Janada Southern, which bad forced the reduc- 

tion, giving up the fight. The rates from Buf- 
faio to Chicago are now again $14. 


THE SCALPERS’ BILL. 

Dispatches were received here yesterday from 
Springfield stating that great pressure was béing 
brought to bear upon the Governor to indute 
bim to veto the Sealpers bill, but it is con“ 
fidently expected by the rallroad men in this city 
that it will be signed and become a law in spite 
of all opposition. Mr. F. H. Winston, the Gen- 
eral Solicitor of the Pennsylvania Railroad in 
this city. who has been in Springfield helping to 
get the bill passed, stated to a Inmont reporter 
yesterday that no money bas been 
to influence members of the Legislature, 
All the money expended was for unavoidable ex- 
peases of those who lobbied the bill through. 
The clause compelling railroad companies to fle- 
deem unused tickets at the fall value, which is 
claimed by the Baltimore & Ohio to have been 
inserted at the last moment to make them buy 
back the large amount of tickets they had sold 
to scalpers and s was put in to get the 
support of the Granger element, which would 
not support the bill without it, and not because 
it injured the interests of the Baltimoye & Ohio. 
The bill wag felt to be necessity by all the rail- 
road companies, and the Pennsylvania Railroad 
bad no more to do with it than any of the 
roads. Large amounts of tickets were continually 
stolen from the com | and these always 
found their way into scalping-offices. With 
the new law in force no such stolen tickets could 
de disvosed of, and this was the mam reason
